2. The activities of the Office of Security during 
the week of 24 - 30 July 1980 were highlighted by the ESR TOMENS 
items:

c. On 24 July, the Chief, Information Systems 
Security Group, briefed members of the Computer Security 
Subcommittee of SECOM on the trend by contractors 
toward multicompartmented computer processing (the 
Simultaneous processing in one system of SCI data 
belonging to two or more Intelligence Community members). 
The purpose of the briefing was to alert the agencies 
to the security hazards of this type of processing 
if not properly controlled and to elicit the cdoperation 
of the agencies in developing necessary procedures 
and policies to insure the security of this mode of 
processing. (U/AIUO) 
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d. The Chief, Safety Group, met with Mr. John ~ 
. Fleming, Manager, National Safety Council, Washington, 
D.C., to discuss available training packages, safety 
literature and other services which could assist the 
Agency in complying with the requirements of the new 
Executive Order and proposed 29-CFR-1960. (U)}
